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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Buckfield, Greetings: 


(May I present for your consideration my sixteenth annual 
public report of the school system in the Town of Buckfield. 

At the. beginning of the school year a Special Town Meet- 
ing was held and crowded condition of the schools in the village 
was explained. To improve this condition temporarily it was 
voted to discontinue the sub-primary and to transfer the fifth 
and sixth grades to the upstairs of the Fire Station. This has 
been done and our grade schools have a much better educational 
program. However this arrangement is only a temporary pro- 
gram and better provision must be made within a few years. 

An article will be presented at this town meeting which 
will give the citizens an opportunity to begin plans for the fu- 
ture. It would seem at this time that a sum of money should 
be voted to be set aside as a sinking fund for future provision 
of more classroom. space in the elementary schools. 


INSURANCE 


You will find a schedule of insurance coverage of our schools 
in this report. Note that there is only $30,000.00 insurance on 
the high school building. It would probably cost two and a half 
to three times this insured amount to replace the present build- 
ing. ‘Therefore it was recommended and voted that $12,000.00 
additional insurance be placed on this building in the Grange 
Mutual. This insurance has been placed, but the bill and pol-. 
icy have not been received at the time of writing of this report.

TEACHERS 


We have been fortunate again this year in our teaching 
force, only one change occuring in the regular staff. Mrs. Rachel 
Purkis, who has taught in Buckfield for many years, retired in 
June. We were fortunate in securing Miss Beulah McIntyre as 
our English teacher. Miss McIntyre has had considerable ex- 
perience and brings to Buckfield many new ideas. 

The reports of the Principal, Home Economics and Agri- 
cultural teachers are included for your information. 


FINANCES 


The mounting spiral of costs has reached Buckfield and it 
was hoped that the increased State School Fund would take care 
of the rising costs. This has proven true in the elementary 
schoo] but not sufficient to include the High School. 

Our net overdraft in the High School remains at $1,151.67 
which is about the same as last year. 

It is therefore recommended that $1,100.00 be added to the 
High School Appropriation to eliminate this overdraft. . 

An increase is requested in the Repair Account to take 
care of two emergency jobs, (1) the sewer line should be dug 
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up and new pipe laid; (2) Sections of the return pipe to the 
heating system should be replaced and a constant water level 
gauge placed on the furnace. This water gauge would auto- 
matically keep the water in the boiler at the prescribed level 
and thus avoid possibility of damage to the boiler or of danger 
to the pupils from explosion, The estimated costs of the gauge 
and installation is about $75.00. 


The cost of relaying the school sewer is a problem more dif- 
ficult to estimate. This is a must since at the present time the 
condition is most unsanitary in fact a nuisance. I hope to have 
more figures and estimates at Town Meeting time. 


In closing I wish to thank you all for your kind consideration 
and cooperation.

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Report of High School Principal 


To Isaiah M. Hodges, Supt. of School, Turner, Maine, and the 
Citizens of the Town of Buckfield: 


The school year of 1951-1952 has seen many marked im- 
provements in the physical set up at the high school. The chief 
improvement has been the availability of the former fifth and 
sixth grade room for high school use. This has alleviated 
conditions to a great extent and has aided in promoting an at- 
mosphere more conducive to study and better work. We are 
truly appreciative of this extra room and hope that it has been 
used wisely. 


Enrollment this year dropped from last to a present enroll- 
ment of forty-seven students. There are several reasons for 
this, but two are probably outstanding: (1) there were small 
grades graduated from Buckfield and surrounding towns and (2) 
the taking off of the passenger train through town lost our 
students from Hebron. With an increased enrollment in the 
grades at the present time, I believe that we can look forward 
to a very definite increase in enrollment in the next two or 
three years. In regards to needing increased room with de- 
creased enrollment, let me point out that whether or not there 
are five or thirty-five students in a particular class, definite ad- 
vantages which are important to the student’s whole educational 
background are achieved if that class meets in a room by itself. 
We are fortunate this year in having only one class in study 
hall compared to five such classes last year. 


One of the most encouraging notes this year has been the 
very low rate of “drop-outs” compared to last year, Starting 
with 65 students last year, we ended the year with 53, losing 
12 during the year. 


This year we have lost only one student but as we have re- 
cently gained a new tuition student, we have the same enroll- 
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ment as when the year opened in September. This has been by 
far the best year in this respect during the last four years. 


I feel that the faculty at the present time is well equipped 
to insure proficiency in their various departments. The Voca- 
tional Teachers have each taken a class from the academic 
teachers, which has distributed the teaching load more evenly. 
It would seem that under the existing conditions this was a 
very satisfactory move. With an increase in enrollment, the 
Agriculture and Home Economics Classes should again increase 
in size, 


In extra-curricular activities we have had an active year. 
After the loss of last year’s graduating class, it was necessary to 
somewhat cut down our football games because of the small- 
ness in numbers of our squad. However, we entered into more 
equal competition and enjoyed a successful season. We hope 
that full league participation may be enjoyed next year. The 
ski team has been active this winter and the interest displayed 
by the grades in this sport is encouraging. As this is being 
written, plans are being formulated for what looks like the big- 
gest winter carnival of the last few years. With ‘the coming of 
spring there seems to be a chance for a potential championship 
girls’ softball team being developed, We have maintained our 
public speaking organization and plan for a very active spring 
in that activity. Extra-curricular activities also seem to have a 
good representation from all classes, a factor which tends to 
promote continued success. 


During the last three and one-half school years, I have 
enjoyed my work with your young people. I would like to take 
this time as an opportunity to thank all of the parents and 
friends who have helped to make these years pleasant. It is my 
opinion that your school is a good small school. In the years 
ahead, don’t be satisfied with good. Strive by cooperating with 
your teachers, whoever they may be, to make it the best.

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Report of the Department of 
Vocational Home Economics 


To Mr. Isaiah M. Hodges, Superintendent of Schools and the 
Citizens of the Town of Buckrffield: 


It is customary at the beginning of a new year to look at 
the outstanding events of the year just past and assess their 
implications for the future. 


Our girls enrolled in Home Economics the past year, have 
had clear and worthwhile goals in homemaking constantly be- 
fore them; goals which they thave helped to plan themselves. 


Our Freshman course, recently revised by the State De- 
partment of Education, is known as “The Science of Daily Liv- 
ing” and is carried out in the following units: Orientation, Nu- 
trition, For Health, Child Care, Wise Use of Time and Money, 
Home Mechanics, Living With Yourself and Others and Science 
of the Home. This course is required of Freshmen girls in 
most high schools throughout the state. 


The Sophomore units are: Canning and Freezing, Home 
Nursing, Clothing and Personal Appearance, and Food Prepara- 
- tion. 


The Juniors and Seniors have an alternating program of 
such units as: Home Management, Advanced Chiid Care, Cloth- 
ing, Foods, Marriage and Family Relationships, Consumer Buy- 
ing, etc. 


The “Future Homemakers of America” is an integral part 
of the home economics program. This past year, the girls cam- 
paigned for a state office and were fortunate in getting one of 
their members, Mary Hutchinson, elected to State Public Re- 
lations Chairman at the May State Convention. Mary attended 
the Officers’ Training School at Michigan State College during 


: 
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the summer. She gave a report of her trip to the Maine State 
Teachers’ Convention in Portland. In November, Mary partici- 
pated in a round table discussion at the State Council Meeting 
in the State House in Augusta. 


The Central Maine Power Company sponsored an essay 
contest on “Rural Electrification”. Sylvia Bessey was a County 
winner and represented the Buckfield Chapter at a banquet at 
the University of Maine last February. We have again entered 
the contest this year. The chapter sponsored a harvest supper 
and Scotch auction in October. An invitation has been extended 
to Leavitt Institute and Mechanic Falls chapters for a Spring 
jamboree. 

The F. H. A. girls took charge of the Junior Red Cross 
collections this year. The annual Mother and Daughter ban- 
quet was held in the Spring. Mrs. Edith Gammon of Sumner 
is serving as Chapter mother. 


Home Experiences or Projects have been carried out under 
supervision. One of the important objectives of the Home 
Economics Department is to become acquainted with the parents 
and other members of the family. Nearly all homes were visit- 
ed this past year, 


The School Lunch Program is feeding an average of 115 
meals daily. Despite the current high food costs and fewer 
government commodities we are able to serve a well balanced 
meal to students for only twenty cents. This could not be possi- 
ble were it not for the wonderful cooperation of the students, 
teachers and parents. Mrs. Lenora Jones and assistant, Miss 
Evelyn Wood, have been very cooperative, 


Student Teachers from the University of Maine were again 
sent to us for six week training periods. We all look forward 
to having these students with us. 


Field trips, soft ball and other outside activities have made 
this a busy year, yet, one full of satisfaction and growth. 


We have appreciated working closely with community 
groups and facilities to develop more effective programs. 


It has been a happy year and I wish to extend my thanks 
to the school staff and members of the community for their 
interest and cooperation.

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Report of Agriculture Instructor 


To the Citizens of Buckfield, School Committee and Superin- 
tendent of School: 


During the past year the classroom program was reorgan- 
ized to combine Agriculture I and II into one class. This re- 
organization reduces the time spent on Agriculture by one-third 
but allows time for teaching general science. This move has 
aided considerably in distributing the teaching load of the fac- 
ulty. Another improvement for the Agriculture Department 
was moving from the basement to the former English room. 
The change has certainly brought about a more favorable class- 
room atmosphere, and it is appreciated by all concerned. 


The Future Farmers of America have made good progress 
this past year. Leland Jack, a member of the State Champion 
Poultry Judging team, was chosen to represent the Maine 
Association of the F. F. A. at the Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, Massachusetts. Of the twenty-two contestants from 
eleven states, ranging from Maine to Maryland, Leland placed 
fifth. The beef judging team won the beef judging cup at the 
Fryeburg Fair. Other teams have placed high in state and 
district contests. Again the Woodchoppers Ball was sponsored 
by the F. F. A., and it proved to be successful. 


The Agricultural Department is now cooperating with the 
Forest Service, Extension Service and Town Wood Lot Com- 
mittee in developing a program to reforest and improve land 
owned by the town. This project is typical of field activities 
during the school year, whereby students are acquainted with 
new methods demonstrated by experts in the field. 


From the beginning of vocational education under the Fed- 
eral Vocational Education Act it has been recognized that a 
complete program of vocational agriculture would include class- 
es of instruction for out-of-school young men seeking to become 
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established as farmers. This program for young farmers will in- 
clude instruction for new or improved practices which are need- 
ed in the community and will increase farming efficiency or 
help in the reorganization of the farm business. Positive bene- 
fits from a complete program is one of the reasons for announc- 
ing the organization of young farmer classes this spring. We 
need all farmers in the community to take part and make this 
program a worthwhile experience. 


The past year has been a pleasant one. I would like to 
take this opportuniy to thank the citizens of Buckfield, school 
faculty and other officials for their jnterest and cooperation.

TOWN OF BUCKFIELD 
FEBRUARY 2, 1950 TO FEBRUARY 1, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Buckfield for the year ended February 1, 1951. The 
audit included an examination of the records kept by the Asses- 
sors, Town Clerk, Selectmen, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


Construction of a new fire house and municipal offices were 
completed during the year at a cost of $6,454.05. The general 
operations of the town were carried on within the total appro- 
priations authorized at the annual town meeting, and the year 
closed with available funds exceeding expenditures by $1,383.91. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet together 
with supporting exhibits and schedules fairly present the finan- 
cial position of the Town at February 1, 1951, and the result of 
its operations for the year then ended, 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of the various town offices were reviewed and 
the internal controls, accounting records and other supporting 
evidences were tested by methods and to the extent deemed ap- 
propriate. Cash accounts were verified and receipts, disburse- 
ments and supporting data were examined. Transactions af- 
fecting accounts receivable, taxes receivable and tax liens 
were reviewed and verifications made of unpaid accounts. The 
records of excise tax receipts were chckd in detail. Appropria- 
tion, revenue and expenditure records of the departmental ac- 
counts were examined. Trust fund transactions were reviewed. 
Surety bonds and insurance policies of the Town were examined 
and listed. 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $4,231.59 was reconciled with the balance 
on deposit January 31, 1951 as per bank statement furnished 
by the Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine. 

It was ascertained that at the close of the fiscal year ac- 
counts receivable totaled $1,332.47 and was comprised of amounts 
due from the State of Maine for the following: 


Poor Relief $ 86 O1 
State Aid Road No. 5 1,246 46 
Total $1,332 47 


Current year taxes receivable amounted to $1,528.68 and 
those of prior years totaled $284.42 at February 1, 1951, The 
detail of balances as shown by the records of the Tax Collector 
were in agreement with the control accounts in the Selectmen’s 
ledger. ; 

The unpaid 1949 real estate taxes were secured by recorded 
tax liens. At the close of the municipal year the unredeemed 
tax liens totaled $1,677.06. Payments received during the year 
appeared to have been properly credited. 


LIABILITIES 


The amount due trust funds increased $2,300.00 during the 
year and totaled $4,416.50 at the year end. This increase repre- 
sents two new cemetery trust funds received during the year. 
Subsequent to the acceptance of the new funds at the annual 
town meeting in March, 1951, U. S. Savings bonds totaling $2,300,- 
00 were purchased from general fund cash and transferred to the 
trust fund account, The balance of $2,116.50 represents the 
Ministerial and School Fund used by the Town in prior years. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


_ From the examination of the departmental accounts, it was 
determined that the net overdraft carried forward to the en- 
suing year totaled $1,461.87. 


The unappropriated surplus was increased by $1,383.91 for 
the year and totaled $5,730.17 at the year’s end. This increase is

accounted for wholly by the excess of available funds over ex- 
penditures. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures (Ex- 
hibit B) disclosed that for the 1950 year revenues increased by 
$1,134.90 and expenditures were greater by $8,939.18 as com- 
pared with those of the preceding year. The factors contributing 
to these differences were reviewed with no exceptions being 
noted. Following is a summary of the differences as compared 
with the 1949 year:

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The following opinion was rendered by the Department of 

Attorney General regarding overdrafts: 
“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the arti- 
cles in the warrant calling the town meeting providing for 
the expenditure of money. The officers should not spend more 
than the taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, unless the 
statute expressly authorizes an expenditure in excess of the 
appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies 
to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


DEBT FUND 


In anticipation of $1,000.00 in bonds maturing during the 
year, an appropriation of this amount was made'available at the 
annual meeting. New serial notes totaling $5,500.00 were is- 
sued during the year to cover the cost of construction of a new 
fire house and municipal offices. The amount necessary to re- 
tire these notes from future revenue is as follows:

TRUST FUNDS ' 


The principals of the trust funds totaled $9,700.17 and the 
unexpended income amounted to $41.14 at the year end. The 
funds were represented by investments of $4,500.00 in the U. S. 
Savings Bonds, time deposits of $824.81 and $4,416.50 was due 
from the general fund. Income and expenditures of the various 
funds appeared to be properly accounted for. 
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GENERAL 


From the analysis of the Treasurer’s receipts and deposits, 
it was determined that all monies deposited were in agreement 
with the total recorded receipts . 


It was ascertained that all disbursements had been made 
by check and were supported by properly authorized warrants 
issued by the Selectmen. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the Excise Tax Collector. Tax 
collections are summarized as follows:

I wish to report that the Buckfield Fire Department has 
answered twenty-six fire calls and one well assistance during 
1952 with only one major fire in spite of an extremely dry season, 


Fires as follows: ten chimney fires, ten dump fires, three for- 
est fires, one lumber yard blaze and two building fires. 


We have purchased a more reliable truck and have carried 
out the plans to cement the floor in the fire station. 


We need a few more active firemen and some necessary 
equipment to make a dependable organization. 


We have again an overdraft which emphasizes the need to 
raise a larger sum for the maintainance of this department in 
the future. 


The Fire Association continues to hold its meetings on the 
last Monday in every month and any interested citizen is wel- 
come.

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Buckfield, Greetings: 


May I submit for your consideration my seventeenth annual 
public report of the public school system in the Town of Buck- 
field. 

We have reached a place in our educational program where 
changes should be made. For several years our High School 
enrollment has been decreasing and there has been a gradual 
shift in student interest in the Curriculum. For several years 
in the past Vocational Agriculture was a popular subject, but 
recently interest in this subject has been on the down-hill side. 
At the beginning of the year there were nine boys taking Agri- 
culture. This is a small enrollment for the cost involved. A 
survey of the pupils in the grade school indicates little interest 
in Agriculture. 

This being the case may we ask, what shall we do? Can we 
afford to continue Agriculture or shall we introduce a new and 
possibly more attractive course? There are two courses open 
to us, Manual Arts or Commercial. 


MANUAL ARTS 


A Manual Arts Course would require an expenditure of 
about $4,000.00 over a four year period and an expenditure of 
about $2,000.00 the first year. This course would be a definite 
benefit for the boys but the classes would be small and the 
per pupil expenses rather high. I cannot recommend the adop- 
tion of Manual Arts at this time. 


COMMERCIAL 


Our other alternative is to introduce a Commercial course 
at a cost of about $1,000.00 for the first year for typewriters 
and other equipment. This course would have a very small 
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maintenance cost in succeeding years. A larger number of stud- 
ents, boys and girls, are interested in Commercial subjects. 
Therefore the per pupil cost is lowered to a more reasonable 
figure. 


COMMERCIAL COURSE OF STUDY 


Requirements: English, 4 units 
American History, 1 unit 
Typewriting, 1 unit 
Shorthand, 2 units, in grades 11 and 12 
Bookkeeping, 1 unit in grades 11 and 12 
Science of Daily Living, 1 unit 
Elective, 5 units 
(This course would have two divisions: Secretarial and 
Business Administration. 
The Secretarial Course would require two units in short- 
hand. 


The Business Course would require two units in Book- 


keeping. 


Commercial subjects offered in 1953-54 (if course is ap- 


proved.) 

For Freshmen—General Mathematics ' 

For Sophomores—Commercial Arithmetic 

For Juniors—Shorthand, typewriting, bookkeeping 

For Seniors—Typewriting, Bookkeeping 

I hope that you will consider this change, but there is 

something else, our present class rooms are not suited for 
commercial work. 


CLASS-ROOMS 

Last year the Town appropriated funds for a new school. 
It is hoped that some action will be taken to move the fifth 
and sixth grades from over the fire station and provide better 
facilities for the Home Economics classes. 

I would recommend that a two-room school with a full 
basement be built on the lot in the rear of the High School. 
The structure so built that additions may be made without al- 
_ tering the building. 

The cost of such a structure will be about $20,000.00, prob- 
ably less with local labor and material. 


CAN BUCKFIELD BUILD SUCH A BUILDING? 
Immediately when a new building is suggested we hear 
many say we can’t afford it. Buckfield can afford a new build- 
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ing. By voting the State (Tax to this project the building could 
be paid for in five years, including interest. This recommend- 
ation rates your consideration. 

Buckfield can have this school if they wish. ‘A possible 
method of financing would be to appropriate $3,000.00 this year, 
borrow $15,000.00 from a bank at about 3% interest and pay off 
the loan in yearly installments from the income of the State Tax.

THE GYMNASIUM 

There is no one in the school system who would like to see 
anew gymnasium more than I. However, there are more urgent 
requirements in my estimation. A new gymnasium would certain- 
ly add to the enjoyments and recreation of the school. At the 
present time it looks to me as though class-rooms were needed 
more. I hope that the alumni and all other interested people and 
groups will continue their efforts towards a gymnasium. It looks 
to me as though it would take several years and in the mean- 
time we have very unsatisfactory conditions in our class-rooms. 


CONCLUSIONS 

I think that it will be agreed that the present use of the 
Fire Station for a class-room is not satisfactory; that interest 
in Vocational Agriculture does not warrant the continuance of 
the course; that Commercial courses will be more attractive 
and perhaps beneficial to the students; that more class-room 
space is needed; that Buckfield can afford these new class-rooms; 
that the real question to be decided is whether to get these class- 
rooms now So that the children in school may have the benefit of 
these better facilities or to put off building for several years, 

Your children are in school, they will receive these better 
opportunities whenever you wish. 

In closing I wish to thank you all for the splendid co-opera- 
tion received by the schools during the past year.

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Principal’s Report 


February 6, 1953 


'To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending School Com- 
mitte and the citizens of the Town of Buckfield, I herewith 
submit my annual report. 


We started this year with two new teachers in the high 
school. Mr. Roland Wilkins and myself. Mr. Wilkins is con- 
tinuing the agriculture program and is also teaching Biology. 
He is well qualified for the teaching of both courses, having 
taught in both fields for many years. I teach the other sciences, 
the math courses and social studies as well as handling the ad- 
ministrative duties. Miss Beulah McIntyre is with us again. 
doing an excellent job as the English and language teacher. Mrs. 
Percival is continuing her fine teaching of the Home Economics 
courses and History. She is also capably directing the Hot 
Lunch program for the Buckfield schools. The assistance and 
co-operation of these teachers have made my first year as Prin- 
cipal an easier one than I had expected. 


This year Buckfield High School has again been able to 
offer four types of courses for the students of this area, College, 
General, Agricultural and Home Economics. True, only a limit- 
ed number of subjects can be offered in each course, but still in 
most cases, we have been able to offer the students the subjects 
they wish to take. Other needs of your youths have been satis- 
fied by broadening the content of the courses offered and by 
extra-curricula activities. 


It is hoped to further improve our curriculum next year by 
offering some new courses. One such course, to be required 
of all freshmen, and perhaps sophomores, is designed to help the 
student understand his social self, his proper place in his family 
relationships, and his duties and obligations to his community. 
If possible, other courses will be also added, as well as further 
revision within existing courses, to make this a better school. 
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Extra-curricula activities have been somewhat limited at 
Buckfield High School because of the lack of facilities, limited 
funds and the small teaching staff available for supervision. 
We have been able to provide some, however, mainly in inter- 
scholastic athletics. It will probably be necessary to drop six- 
man football next fall because of the small number of boys inter- 
ested in this sport, and because the expense is too great for a 
school this size to carry. Fall baseball, which many small schools 
in this area participate in, is a possible replacement for the six- 
man football, if the interest is great enough. Winter sports 
continue to play the major part in the athletic program. The 
construction of the ski jump by the Buckfield High School Alum- 
ni has further helped out this part of our activities. Spring 
baseball, with Buckfield in the small schools ieague, and girls’ 
softball, completes the athletic program. 


The Student Council has been re-organized this year and has 
been meeting frequently. Much of the running and controlling 
of student activities is now done by this organization. As it be- 
comes more proficient in its duties, more power will be given 
this council and it will take its place as an important part of 
the school. 


I wish to express appreciation for the most generous support 
of all our school activities. The superintendent and School Com- 
mittee have been very helpful and considerate. I trust that we 
merit such support and that we will continue to do so. We covet 
your constructive criticism and suggestions. Together we may 
accomplish much.

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Report of the Department of 
Vocational Home Economics 


To Mr. Isaiah M. Hodges, Superintendent of Schools and the 
Citizens of the Town of Buckfield: 


It is with a deep feeling of satisfaction that we review the 
experiences of the past year. Our program in Homemaking Ed- 
ucation was planned to meet the needs and interests of the 
students. The units of study presented a challenge to their 
ability to become worthy family and community members. 


The importance of our program is brought out in the fol- 
lowing poem by Grace Noll Crowell: 


So Long as There are Homes 


So long as there are homes to which men turn, at close of day; 

So long as there are homes where children are, where women 
stay, 

If love and loyalty and faith be found across these sills, 

A stricken nation can recover from its gravest ills. 


“The Science of Daily Living’, our Freshman course, is car- 
ried out in the following unitS: Orientation, Nutrition for Health, 
Child Care, Wise Use of 'Time and ‘Money, Home Mechanics, Liv- 
ing with Yourself and Others, and Science of the Home. This 
course is required of all Freshman girls in most high schools 
throughout the state. 


The Sophomore units are: Food Selection, Preparation and 
Service; Clothing Selection, Construction and Use; Home Nurs- 
ing and First Aid; and Canning and Freezing. 

The Juniors and Seniors have an alternating program of 
such units as: Housing; Selection, Arrangement and Utilization 
of Home Equipment and Furnishings; Managerial Aspects of 
Homemaking; Advanced Child Care; Clothing; Foods; and Mar- 
riage and Family Relationships. 
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The ‘Future Homemakers of America” is a state and na- 
tional organization made up of high school students who are 
studying or have studied Homemaking and are still in school. 
This past year the girls attended the State Future Homemak- 
ers Convention in Portland at the new Junior High School. 
Mary Hutchinson led a round-table discussion on Public Rela- 
tions. Mary, assisted by the other girls, edited a State News 
Booklet. 

Two girls, Marilyn Bonney and Marianne Percival, partici- 
pated in the Rural Electrification Essay Contest and won trips 
to the University of Maine to attend the banquet where the 
awards were given out. 

The girls did an outstanding job with F. H. A. degree work. 
Their bulletin board showing various steps toward attaining a 
Junior Homemaker Degree was photographed and used by the 
State Department of Education for work with other schools. 

At the winter Carnival the girls planned and served the 
big noon dinner. 

During the Spring, the annual Mother and Daughter Ban- 
quet was held with the Freshmen and Sophomores serving the 
upper class members. Miss Virginia Smith is serving as Chapter 
Mother. 

The F. H. A. Girls took charge of the Junior Red Cross 
collections. 

Sixty-four Home Projects have been carried out under su- 
pervision. These projects help students solve some of their home 
problems and extend learning introduced in homemaking classes. 
Reports of outstanding projects were sent in to the State De- 
partment. 

The School Lunch Program is feeding from 90-100 meals 
daily. The program received almost four hundred dollars less 
from the government this year than last and less surplus com- 
modities were distributed to us. The cost of the lunch to stud- 
ents was raised to twenty-five cents in the Fall to offset these 
factors and the smaller enrollment. The lunch room personnel, 
Mrs. Lenora Jones and Mrs. Dora Jacobs, have been very co- 
operative. Teachers, parents and pupils have given their whole 
hearted support. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the other members of the 
school staff and to the citizens of the community.

The annual report of the Buckfield Fire Department con- 
sists of twenty-nine (29) fire calls answered, as follows: 
Twelve chimney fires, one forest fire, eight house fires, one truck 
fire, three mill blazes, one dump fire and one false alarm. 


Perhaps the number of calls to chimney and house fires 
could be cut down by the people themselves through an inspec- 
tion of and repair to faulty chimneys every Fall. 


The new forestry pump and additional hose purchased this 
year have given ideal support to our other equipment. 


Three new members joined the department this year. We 
hope more will follow. All firemen can be useful even if un- 
able to be active. 


Something further should be done for the protection of our 
active firemen who are still without helmets and raincoats as 
well as adequate insurance during house fires, since the present 
plan in town insures only the salaried workmen. 


We wish to thank especially the Firemen’s Association which 
has given more than two hundred dollars in new equipment and 
help on the station driveway.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of ‘Buckfield, Greetings: 


I wish to submit for your consideration of my eighteenth 
annual public report of the school system in the Town of 
Buckfield. 

The long process of building up a program of school im- 
provement is reaching a climax. ‘This year Buckfield will de- 
cide whether it wants school facilities and opportunities com- 
parable to its neighbors or whether it wishes to remain com- 
placent on its past laurels. 

A considerable amount of work has been done in years 
past to build up a program of improvement for the schools. 
The Alumni has worked hard toward funds for such an improve- 
ment and progress has been made both in funds and material. 

The Town of Buckfield is indeed fortunate in having the 
proposed donation of Mr. Buck to assist in improving the school 
program. 

The Town Officers have worked diligently in planning for 
school improvement and as a result have a plan which it is be- 
lieved will provide Buckfield with an adequate and well rounded 
school program for years to come and at the same time will not 
place upon the taxpayer an impossible tax burden. 


PLANS 


This report cannot go into detail, but in a few words the 

proposed improvement includes: 

1. The building of two classrooms, a cafeteria and an au- 
ditorium-gymnasium in a separate building on the Allen 
lot adjacent to the High School. 

2. ‘Making some minor changes in the present High School 
building to provide for a better teaching situation for

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Home Economics, Commercial and Driver Education. 
Moving the present classroom from the fire station. 
Improving the present High School curriculum with the 
restoration of the Agriculture classes. 

Making provision for extra-curricular activities now 
limited because of lack of facilities. 


The Alumni Association and School Officials have prepared 
a mimeographed report or analysis of the school situation which 
will show:

The pupil need for the proposed building. School reg- 
istration in the lower grades is large and the pre-school 
registration is still larger. 

A better school program is expected to increase the 
number of High School tuition students thus reducing 
the costs to the Town and at the same time providing 
for a better education for your own students, 

The costs to the Town for this improvement is spread 
over a period of years so that the tax burden for any 
one year will not be excessive. 


FINANCES 


It is estimated that the classrooms, cafeteria and auditorium- 
gymnasium will cost in the neighborhood of $65,000.00. The 
- Town has $6,000.00 in funds. The Alumni has about $4,000.00 in . 
funds and material. There is the proposed donation from Mr. 
Buck of $15,000.00 and you have the loan of $42,000.00 from the 
Maine School Building Authority if you wish to approve. 


THE MAINE SCHOOL BUILDING AUTHORITY 


Mimeographed information on the Building Authority will be 
available soon; in summary we might say:

'The Authority provides funds by a bond issue. 

The. Town builds the building. 

The Town spends its funds first, ($6,000.00) and then 
sends the remaining bills on vouchers to the Authority 
for payment. 

The building may be built by day labor or by contract. 
Plans and specifications for any building must be ap- 
proved by the Department of Education and Sanitary 
Engineering. 

The Town pays annual rentals of Principal, interest, 
insurance and a small carrying charge. 
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G. The Total estimated cost for the first year, due in De- 
cember 1955: Principal, $2,000.00; Interest, $1,470.00; 
Insurance $800.00; Carrying charge $150.00; Total, about 
$4,420.00. This amount will decrease yearly until all 
of the bonds have been retired. 

H. The Authority owns the building and deeds the building 
to the ‘Town on completion of bond payments. 

I. The Town has full use and control of the building dur- 
ing this period, 


SUMMARY 


The proposed building is your opportunity to provide a 
much improved school program for your boys and girls. Your 
boys ‘and girls are your most prized possessions and should 
rate higher than cars or television. We have had your support 
and interest in the past and we hope that the same interest will 
continue. 

The plans to be proposed at this town meeting have been 
checked and rechecked and it is believed that they are well 
within your ability to finance without undue hardship. 

Should you decide in favor of this project and your com- 
mittee decides to build on a day labor basis, a sizeable payroll 
would be left right in Buckfield. This could be a great help to 
many of you. 

The ultimate aim of the School and Town Officials is to 
provide an educational program that will prepare our young 
people to know how to make a living in Buckfield and want 
to live in Buckfield. 

At last the time has arrived for Buckfield to make a de- 
cision. Shall we improve the whole school system. or.shiall we 
allow a gradual deterioration that will drive young people away 
from. Town? 

In closing I wish to take this opportunity to thank you 
all for your splendid cooperation :and effort to make our schools 
as efficient as possible.

To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending School] Com- 
mittee and the Citizens of the Town of Buckfield, I herewith 
submit my annual report: 


Last September two new teachers were welcomed to our 
high school staff. Mrs. ‘Lillian Jackson, who is teaching English, 
French, and Latin, is a graduate of Bates College. She has 
taught at New Portland and Portland, Maine. Mr. Ralph Niemi, 
who is teaching our Commercial subjects, is a graduate of 
Bliss Business College in Lewiston, Maine. Mrs. Gilberta Perci- 
val, who is teaching the Home Economics and Social Problems 
courses, and I, teaching the Math and Science courses, com- 
plete the High School Staff. 


With the introduction of the Commercial courses, many new 
subjects have been added. Typing, Bookkeeping and Short- 
hand are offered to the Juniors and the Seniors as regular 
Commercial courses. ‘A shorter Personal Typing course is 
offered to the College Preparatory students of these same class- 
es. Another new course offered to the Juniors and Seniors is 
Consumer Education. ‘This is to help the students understand 
the economic factors of everyday living. The void left by the 
removal of the Agricultural subjects from the curriculum is 
' partially filled by this new course and by allowing boys to take 
Home Economics. 


Extra-curricular activities have increased greatly. The 
Student Council has been active in sponsoring weekly movies. 
The profits from these shows have made it possible to pur- 
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chase a new movie projector and screen. The funds raised 
by this group also completely support our athletic program: ski 
team, baseball and softball. 


The yearbook, “The Nezinscot Wave’, uses the talent of 
many of the students. It is hoped that it will have another 
profitable year, as it will help to finance the Senior Class trip 
to Washington, D. C. The Public Speaking Club, sponsored by 
Mrs Jackson, has been active in the Oxford County Public 
Speaking League. It meets bi-weekly to study all aspects of 
Public Speaking. 


It is our goal to fulfill the needs of the majority of the 
Buckfield High School students without weakening the college 
preparatory curriculum. This we have done by offering new 
subjects and by revising the old. By further alternating of 
courses, we Shall be able to increase the opportunities of the 
general students. If we could include a course in Driver 
Education, it would be of immediate value to these general 
students. The cost of such a course would be low, yet its bene- 
fits high. 


It is hoped that we ‘are succeeding in helping the students 
of Buckfield High to become better citizens. It is only through 
better schools today that we can have better communities to- 
morrow.

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Report of the Department of 
Vocational Home Economics 


To Mr. Isaiah M. Hodges, Superintendent of Schools and the 
Citizens of the Town of Buckfield: 


It is a happy privilege to bring to you a review of what 
we have been doing in our department this past year. Home 
Economics Education today stresses “Family Centered Teach- 
ing”. Happy family life, according to recent surveys, stands at 
the top of the list of satisfactions .. With this challenge in mind, 
the homemaking department and the school as a whole has 


provided experiences to meet this need. 


Pupil-teacher-parent cooperative planning is an integrated 
part of the program. Homemaking courses are organized coop- 
eratively to meet the students’ real needs and interests. Op- 
portunities are provided for experimentation, leadership, voca- 
tional exploration and the development of skills for gracious 
living. 


Our Freshman girls enrolled in “The Science of Daily Liv- 
ing” course have the following units: Orientation, Nutrition for 
Health, Child Care, Wise Use of ‘Time and Money, Home Me- 
chanics, Living with Yourself and Others, and Science of the 
Home. The students have evaluated each unit upon completion 
by writing up skits and demonstrations. A skit on Child Care 
Was given at the Buckfield PTA and Mothers’ Club. A demon- 
stration on “The Safe Use of Electricity in the Home” was 
given at the North Leeds PTA. A demonstration on “Nutrition 
for Health” will be given at the Leavitt Institute. 
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The Sophomore Units are: Food Selection, Preparation and 
Service; Clothing Selection, Construction and Use; Home Nurs- 
ing and First Aid; and Canning and Freezing. 


The Juniors and Seniors have an alternating program of 
such units as: Housing, Selection, Arrangement and Utilization 
of Home Equipment and Furnishings; Managerial Aspects of 
Homemaking; Advanced Child Care; Clothing; Foods; and Mar- 
riage and Family Relationships. 


The Future Homemakers’ Convention was held at Gorham 
State Teachers’ College. Esther Warren Robinson, first State 
President, was asked to participate on this program. Our girls 
campaigned and were successful in electing Elsie Lowell to the 
State office of Second Vice-President. Elsie has attended her 
first State Council Meeting at Augusta. ; 


Barbara Gammon and Marilyn Bonney won first and sec- 
ond County honors in the Rural Electrification contest spon- 
sored by the Central Maine Power Company. ‘Guy Lovejoy and 
Phyllis Jack were top rankers in the electrification test given 
on the “Safe Use of Electricity in the Home”. They will attend 
a banquet at the University of Maine in April and have an op- 
portunity to participate in the state test. 

Early in the fall the girls were guests of the Central Maine 
Power Company where they were given a demonstration on 
“Food Preparation and Household Equipment”. 


The FHA Girls’ took charge of the Junior Red Cross col- 
lections. A box was packed in January and sent to West Ger- 
many—to a family sponsored by the C. L. Murch Missionary 
Guild. 


During the Spring, the annual Mother and Daughter Ban- 
quet was held with the Freshmen and Sophomores serving the 
upper class members, mothers and guests. Mrs. John Lowell 
is serving ‘as Chapter Mother. 


The admittance of boys to home economics classes has been 
encouraged. It makes for popular, interesting classes for all 
concerned. And why not? Few young women ever make a 
home without a man in it. Men take an interest in running the 
mechanical gadgets in the home and helping to keep them in 
repair. 
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Home Projects have been carried out under supervision. 
These projects give the student an opportunity to extend learn- 
ing introduced in the homemaking classes to their own homes. 
Reports of outstanding projects were sent in to the State De- 
partment at the close of the school year. 


Field trips, softball and other outside activities have made 
this a busy year, yet, one full of satisfaction and growth. 

The School Hot Lunch Program is feeding from 100-115 
meals daily. Despite the current high food costs we are able 
to serve a iwell balanced meal to students for only twenty-five 
cents. 'This could not be possible were it not for the wonderful 
cooperation of the students, teachers and parents. Mrs. Lenora 
Jones left us at Christmas. Mrs. Dorothy Buck is doing the 
cooking now with Mrs. Marion Crockett assisting. 


I wish to extend my appreciation to the members of the 
community and to the school staff for the very wonderful co- 
operation shown at all times.

TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF BUCKFIELD 


As the busy year of 1954 draws to a close it is well to discuss 
with you a few of the accounts listed in the Annual Report of 
1954-55. 

In the past the Miscellaneous Aiccount hag been financed with 
the balance of the Excise \Tiaxes, after paying Town Officers’ 
salaries. The balance of this accoun. has grown in proportion 
to the increase in Exicise Taxes. With a twenty-four hundred 
balance this year it would seem advisable to use some Excise 
Tax money for road construction in 1955. 

Civilian Defense is a department that has received increased 
attention since the Fosmosa flare-up. The County Civil De- 
fense Director requests that an appropriation of twenty-five or 
fifty dollars be provided for the Local Director as compensation 
for his services. 

Hurricanes were the chief topic of conversation last fall 
and the damage they caused was a large item of expense. After 
spending nearly $7,500.00 on two bridges and repair of roads, we 
consider them in equal condition to that of September 10, 1954. 
We have received $5,603.66 in Federal and State funds with 
‘aloout $1,400.00 more expected. As the $2,000.00 raised in 1954 
for Tawn Road Construction was unexpended due to wet weath- 
er and lack of time, we wish to recommend the use of $1,500.00 
-from cash on hand to be Broa on road cose LOI. 


first a ee each. year. ae year was an exception with 


wee oe 


early snow and ia considerable amount of sanding before the 
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books closed. [The overdraft on this account seems to be a 
yearly event and is one place for attention in an effort to reduce 
the expense. 

The Equipment Account was started the middle of April 
1954 and after about nine months shows an overaraft. We do 
not feel that this is a true picture as this first year has called for 
many extras that future years will not have. The account is 
set up over a four year period and we feel that 1958 should see 
the account balanced. 

The last of the bridges in the Bridge Program has been built 
With $4,263.90 to be paid. The payments are planned as follows: 
1955, $1,066.00 Town Appropriations; $2,132.00 State’s share of 
joint fund, 1956, $1,065.90 Town’s Appropriation. 'This will leave 
the 1956 State’s share of joint fund available for State Aid Road 
Construction. 

In closing we wish to extend our appreciation to the many 
townspeople who have helped to make this a worthwhile year 
in Town affairs. A note of thanks should go to the Tilton family 
for the refinishing of the emblem on the honor roll, also to Sid 
Bessey and P. L. Pulsifer for their care of the grounds around 
the Old Church on the hill. .

TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF BUCKFIELD 


IA full report of the trials and accomplishments of your 
School Building Committee would be a book in itself, however, 
I will mention a few of the problems. 


Early in the year we found that it made a considerable dif- 
ference where we had plans drawn. It was decided to add ten 
feet to the width of the building to provide adequate seating ca- 
pacity for basketball games, as well as seats for school assem- 
blies to avoid the setting up and taking down of chairs. It was 
also decided to exicavate the entire basement in the belief that 
sometime it could be used. It does afford us the opportunity 
to check moisture condensation under the Auditorium floor. It 
was the belief of a majority of the committee that these changes 
could be made within the limits of funds available. 


Work began about June lst and the cement strike at the 
same time. "This held work up for a month and from there on 
the weather became a constant hindrance, and the January 1st 
completion date became questionable. By late summer it ap- 
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peared the finances ‘would be close, but from a business stand- 
point, the committee decided to put in a fuel tank large enough 
to buy in tank truck lots, and a 6” water main so that insurance 
savings might be realized if the town ever wished to install a 
sprinkler system. 


The building is nearly completed with about $900.00 needed 
to meet obligations incurred by the Committee. An additional 
$1,800.00, in my opinion, for grading and furnishings would 
make a useable building. I do not feel that the most expensive 
furnishings are essential. I feel that the Committee has tried 
hard to put up a well built, attractive building and one that will 
meet the needs of the future as well as today. As a taxpayer 
with a sizeable tax to think about I would like to see the 
above stated funds transferred from cash on hand, in an ef- 
fort to keep the tax rate in line with last year.

(Most individuals and civic groups are interested in health, 
either from a personal or a community standpoint, and the suc- 
cess of a Public Health Nursing Program depends upon this 
interest. 


Child Health Conferences were held in Buckfield this year 
at which time all infant and pre-school children were examined 
by a physician and offered protection against Smallpox, Whoop- 
ing cough, Diphtheria and Tetanus. Our goal is to have all 
infants immunized before one year of age by the family phy- 
sician, or at Child Health Conferences. 


Physical examinations were given in the first, fourth, sev- 
enth and twelfth grades this year by the school physician, Dr. 
Viles, assisted by the Public Health Nurse and volunteer work- 
ers, 


Home visits were made to patients referred by the family 
physician to various clinics. One of the services the Public 
Health Nurse gives is to visit these patients and help them plan 
for attending and following the recommendations made at the 
clinic. Others have been referred for the conservation of eye- 
sight and the opthamologist’s recommendations have been fol- 
lowed. (Home visits were also made for thealth supervision of 
infants, children and adults. - 


The Public Health Nurse wishes to thank all members in 
the community for their interest in our public health program 
and the various groups who so willingly assist in the Public 
Health activities.

We 
found and destroyed 3852 currant and gooseberry bushes on this 
area. (There will be no occasion for work of this sort next year 
in the town, but in 1957 and ’58 there will be some areas where 
we found a great many currant bushes previously that should 
be examined carefully. The cost of this work was $529.14, which 
was originally paid by Buckfield. In early July you received 
a reimbursement check from the State of Maine for $20.96 and 
you should have received another in the last six weeks for 
$243.61 from the State of Maine. These two reimbursement 
checks equal half the cost of the work. If you have not re- 
ceived the last one please advise me at once.

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee anid Citizens of the 
Town of Buckfield, Greetings: 


IMay I present for your consideration my nineteenth annual 
public report of the Public School system in the Town of Buck- 
field. 


Following the vote at the last annual Town Meeting work 
was begun on the Auditorium-classroom building. The com- 
mittee which you elected has worked long and hard to achieve 
a building which will certainly be a structure for the Town 
to be proud of and a worthy memorial to Orlando J. Buck. 


I presume that the chairman of the Building Committee 
will have a report on the progress so far. There remains to be 
done some finishing and furnishing of equipment. Special 
articles will be found in the Town Warrant. 


Four major items or changes in the original plans should 
be considered: 
1. The auditorium was increased in width by ten feet. 


2. ‘The Auditorium was excavated to depth of nearly eight 
feet. 


3. \A six thousand gallon oil tank was installed in place of 
the estimated one thousand gallon tank, 


4, \A six inch water main was installed in place of the two 
inch main as originally planned. 
All of these changes have improved the building, but added 


to the cost of construction. Your committee has certainly been 
farsighted in making these changes. 
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The increased size of the auditorium and the installation of 
bleachers along the side will provide a better facility for all 
punposes, but increased the costs above the original estimates. 


The fully excavated basement under the auditorium may 
have some use in the future, but added considerable to the cost 
of cement work and materials. 


The six thousand gallon oil tank will allow the Town to 
purchase oil in tank lots at a saving of about two cents per gal- 
lon. ‘This in a few years will pay for the additional cost of the 
anger tank and will mean a savings in fuel in the future. 

The installation of a six inch water main to the building 
will permit the installation of a sprinkler system if the Town 
wishes and that will effect a saving of a sufficient amount to 
pay for the sprinkler system in about six years. (Thenceforth, 
a considerable saving to the Town may be made in the cost of 
insurance. ‘This is highly recommended. I believe a gpecial 
article will be included for this item. 


From the various contacts which I have made it seems 
that everyone conversant with building is amazed at the size 
and quality of the building you have for the money expended. 
Your committee should be commended and supported in their 
desires to complete the structure. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


For years our Home Economics room has been below stand- 
ard for a Vocational Course. A Special Anticle will be provided 
in the Town Warrant to correct this condition. A conference 
with the State authorities and tentative approval has been se- 
cured for a plan to change the present 7-8th grade room in the 
high school building to a modern anid approved Vocational Home 
Economics room. 


VOCATIONAL AGRICULTURE 

It is planned to use the present Home Economics class- 
room in the High School for a home room for the Agriculture 
classes. ‘This is a first step to improve ithis department. (To get 
approval in the years to follow the Town will have to furnish 
a larger and better equipped shop. (We have assurance that this 
requirement will not be enforced this year and plans are ae 
considered for future improvement.

There are several things new at the Buckfield School this 
year—we sincerely hope that most, if not all, of these prove for 
the good of your children. One of these was the principal-vo- 
cational agriculture combination, whereas most former princi- 
pals have served as math.-science instructors. I shall endeavor 
to make this prove as satisfactory here as it has in many other 
rural communities, 


‘Raymond Sennett of Turner, graduate of Bates, is serving as 
history and language instructor and associated activities and is 
advisor to the 9th grade, Mearl James, igraduate of Bowdoin 
and Portland Univ., serves as math-physical and social science in- 
structor as well as 11th grade advisor. Ra'ph Neimi of Paris is 
back with us as Commercial instructor, school treasurer, coach 
of baseball and winter sports, assisting with basketball, 10th 
grade advisor, and is instructing the newly instituted course in 
driver education, for which he prepared at the University of 
Maine this past summer. 


We are proud that one of the most highly regarded teach- 
ers of home economics in the state, Mrs. Gilberta Percival, is 
again with us in that capacity as well as acting assistant prin- 
cipal, advisor to the Future Homemakers of America and the 
senior class, and faculty chaperone for girls’ glee club and girls’ 
athletics. Your principal is advisor to the Future Farmers of 
America, Student Council and High School Yearbook, as well as 
work in guidance and athletics. 


Mrs, Ruth Fields is most helpful as chaperone and advisor 
for our all-school band. 


The Buckfield Teachers’ Club has been active, not only 
as a social-professional organization, but also has been working, 
through monthly after-school discussion-study sessions, for more 
effective subject matter teaching through improved continuity 
and coordination of teaching efforts from grades one through 
twelve. This endeavor has met with hearty cooperation of the 
entire school faculty including your teacher of the East Buck- 
field: school. 
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I know that many must be, and I am personally, proud of 
the apparent evidence of the sacrifices and compromises that 
have been and are being made to provide the best of physical 
facilities for your school here in Buckfield. 


There is a tremendous enthusiasm here in the school as 
we look forward to the new elementary rooms, indoor athletic 
facilities, spacious stage, and bright, roomy cafeteria and op- 
portunity for adequate home economics facilities which will al- 
low the hot lunch and Home Economics, respectively, to really 
blossom into their own for the first time. 


The boys and myself hope to demonstrate to you that the 
reinstatement of Vocational Agriculture was a decision which 
will prove wise in future benefits to agriculture, an important 
segment of this community’s economy. Vocational Agricul- 
ture is not and should not be just another course or subject. 
Its primary aim, as stated by Federal law, is ‘“‘to train present 
and prospective farmers for proficiency in farming and to aid 
young people to become established in the business of farming’’. 
It becomes the direct responsibility of the instructor and the 
parent to help each student enrolled to develop farming ac- 
tivities on their home farms (or on a farm on which they may 
be employed) which will lead toward the individual goal of each 
girl or boy, 


I feel positive in asserting that the young people have never 
been in greater need of help in educational preparation and 
the formation of everyday decisions than they are in the con- 
fusion of today. I sincerely urge you all to help us to help them 
as we, in accepting to serve as teachers in your school, have 
pledged to help you to help them. 


The fine assistance and cooperation of the Superintendent 
and Superintending Schoo] Committee, as well as the many par- 
ents and citizens, are responsible for any measure of success 
credited this year’s program of the Buckfield School. 


Please allow me to take this opportunity to express the 
appreciation of my family as well as myself to all of you who 
have made us feel so welcome since the first day I arrived in 
July.

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Report of the Department of 
Vocational Home Economics 


To: Mr. I. M. Hodges, Superintendent of Schools and the Citi- 
zens of the Town of Buckfield. 


It is with pride that I look back over this past year at the 
accomplishments of our girls enrolled in the homemaking pro- 
gram. Each year brings forth richer and more varied experien- 
ces which contribute to better home and family living. 


The homemaking program in today’s secondary schools pro- 
vides many experiences for students which develop a sense of 
values in regard to family life in the changing world of today. 
Home Economics subject matter is used in the program to 
develop understanding and judgement in meeting real life situa- 
tions and in solving problems related to home and family living. 


' “The Science of Daily Living’, our freshman course, is car- 
ried out in the following units: Orientation, Nutrition for 
Health, Child Care, Wise Use of Time and Money, Home Me- 
chanics, Living with Yourself and Others, and Science of the 
Home. This course is required of all freshman girls in High 
Schools throughout the state. 


The Sophomore Units are: Food Selection, Preparation and 
Service, Clothing Selection, Construction and Use, Home Nurs- 
ing and First Aid, and Canning and Freezing. 


'The Juniors and Seniors have an alternating program of 
such units as: Housing Selection, Arrangement and Utilization 
of Home Equipment and Furnishings, Managerial Aspects of 
Homemaking, Advanced Child Care, Clothing, Foods, and Mar- 
riage and Family Relationships.

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The Future Homemakers of America, a local, state and na- 
tional organization made up of home economics students in sec- 
ondary schools, offers the girls an opportunity to belong to a 
group that is working toward a common goal—BETTER HOME 
AND COMMUNITY LIFE FOR ALL. The state convention was 
held at Gorham State Teachers’ College in April, 1954. Many 
of our girls participated in panel discussions, Elsie Lowell, as 
second vice-president, conducted a round-table discussion on 
“Degrees of Achievement’. In November, the Buckfield girls 
put on a District Convention in Norway at the Opera House 
and invited fourteen other schools to participate. Elaine Perry 
was chosen to serve as district secretary for this group. The 
girls are planning to attend this year’s convention at the state 
armory in Augusta. 


The F. H, A. girls took charge of the Junior Red Cross col- 
lections. 


Phyllis Jack participated in the state-wide “Rural Electrifi- 
cation” contest sponsored by the power companies of Maine at 
the University of Maine. Patty Tucker, a sophomore, was the 
top ranker in the test given on “The Safe Use of Electricity in 
the Home”. She will attend a banquet at the University of 
Maine in April and have an opportunity to take part in the 
state tests. 


Pauline Warren, Patty Tucker, Judy Fuller and Deanna 
Lucas with the assistance of the Bessey twins, Linda and Law- 
rence, put on a skit on “Child Care” before the Lewiston-Auburn 
Rotary Club on December 30. 


The Winter Carnival dinner was planned and served by the 
girls. A food sale and harvest dinner were among other money 
making ventures. 


The annual Mother and Daughter Banquet was held during 
the Spring, The two lower classes served dinner to the two 
upper classes with their mothers and guests, Mrs. Mae Bonney 
is our Chapter Mother and a Christmas party was held in her 
honor. 


Many home projects have been carried out under super- 
vision. These projects extend learning introduced in homemak- 
ing classes and help students solve some of their home problems. 
Reports of outstanding projects were sent to the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 
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The Home Economics Department is again serving as a 
student-teacher supervisory center. Miss Jacqueline Jackson, a 
senior at F'iarmington State Teacher’s College, received six weeks 
of teaching experience here during the first semester. Miss 
Marion Bugby, a senior at the University of Maine, will spend 
the next six weeks in training here. 


The Buckfield Hot Lunch Program is feeding from ninety to 
ninety-five student meals daily. With free government com- 
modities we are able to serve a well balanced meal to students 
for only twenty-five cents. The teachers, parents ani pupils 
have given enthusiastic support and the lunchroom personnel 
have been very cooperative. 


- Interesting field trips, softball and other outside activities 
have made this a very busy year, yet one full of enthusiasm and 
reward. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the citizens of the community 
and to the school staff for their interest and cooperation.

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Poll Tax Exemptions 


The following persons are exempt from poll taxation: 


AGED PEIRSONS. Aged persons, when judged by the as- 
sessors to be unable to contributte toward the public charges, are 
exempt from poll taxation. This does not mean that every 
person over a certain age is to be exempt, however. ‘The exemp- 
tion should be granted only on inability to pay. 


ARMED FORCES. (All persons who are in active service in 
the armed forces of the United States are exempt from poll 
taxation. Although the members of the Coast Guard are un- 
der the [Treasury Department in peace times, the Coast Guard 
is by federal statute “a military service and (shall) constitute a 
branich of the land and naval forces of the United States iat all 
times”. Hence, member of the Coast Guard in active service 
should be considered exempt from ‘poll ‘taxation. 


BLIND PERSONS. All blind persons are exempt from poll 
taxation. 


INDIANS. Indians who reside on tribal reservations are 
exempt from poll taxation. An “Indian” is defined by the stat- 
utes to mean “a person who is in whole or to the extent of at 
least one-fourth part of Indian blood. 


INFIRM PERSONS. Infirm persons, when judged by the 
assessors to be unable to contribute toward the public charges, 
are exempt from poll taxation. 


POOR PERSONS. Poor persons, when judged by the as- 
sessors to be unable to contribute toward the ‘public charges, are 
exempt from poll taxation. 


VETERANS. The following veterans are exempt from 
poll taxation: 
CIVIL WAR: All soldiers and sailors who served in the 
United States Army or Navy, who were honorably dis- 
charged. — 
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INDIAN WARS: | All soldiers, sailors and marines who 
served in the Indian Wars. 


WAR WITH SPAIN: All soldiers, sailors, and marines 
who served in the war with Spain. 

PHILIPPINE INSURRECTION: All soldiers, sailors, 
and marines who served in the Philippine insurrection. 


WORLD WARS I and II: All soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines who served in World Wars I and II, who are re- 
ceiving pension or compensation or vocational] training 
from the United States Government on account of dis- 
ability incurred in or aggravated by such service. 


2 VETERANS RECEIVING STATE PENSION: All vet- 
erans receiving state pension are exempt from poll 
taxation. 


NOTE: Information regarding the disability status of any 
veteran is confidential, but may be obtained by writing to the 
Veterans’ Administration, Togus, Maine, in your official capacity. 


WARDS. (All persons under guardianship are exempt from 
poll taxation.
